“The internment of 120,000

War II was the single worst mass 
violation of _ civil :rights iD our 
nation's history,” testified Senator 
Alan Cranston (D-California) and 
co-SDonsoOr of the bill. 

“The war extracted great sacrifices 
from all Americans，resulting from 
neceSSary Imeastres to _defend. .ouUT 
country， but the exclusion and 
internment policy was a .hardship 
imposed exclusively upon Japariese 
Americans 一 clearly for racial rea- 
Sons alone,”Cranston noted . 


One opponent who :testified 
against Matsunaga's bill was former

“The JACL has examined all of 
the cables, and they never mentioned 
Japanese Americans.

No Jap- 
anese American was ever charged 
with espionage crimes during the 
war. Those arrested and convicted of 
esSpionage were all whites,”Tateishi 
pointed onlt. 

“We See no evidence of Japanese 
Amerilcan espionage, and the cables 
in no way justify the government'”s 
decision to relocate an entire Popula- 
tion,”he argued.

Wu Zong-Yuan，Ppress_ Secretary 
for the committee noted with pride 
that the team had won a total of 32 
medals, including 1$ gold. The ath- 
letic comeback was a Spectacular 
Success, Said Wu, during a brief SF 
layover during the team's return 
trip to_ China.

Gesture in Real Estate Transactions

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The prac- 
tice of submitting a check in the 

.amount of $$00，$1,000 or other 
amounts, together with an offer to 
Purchase real property, has been a 
custom for some time, although the 
amount of this deposit has changed 
Over the yearsS: 

Veteran real estate buyers would 
feel no _ hesitation in Submitting 3 
deposit with an offer. Newcomers 
to _ real estate Purchases still show 
Some hesitation, 这 not resistance, to 
writing `.a check，especially when 
they feel that the offer to _ purchase 
atthe initial stage of a negotiation 
has a long way to go before a Sale is 
finalized, or even before a full com- 
mitment to the Purchase. 

GOOD FAITH 

The practice has become SO com- 
mon that many buyers,， sellers, and 
even agents have come to regard 
this _ deposit as a corrtractual 
requirement，but such is not the 
case. The contractual -Tequirement 
of consideration in a purchase 
agreement is fulfilled not by a 

-deposit from a buyer,，bnut from the 
buyer's Promazise to_ buy，that，of 
coOUISey is given:in exchange for the 
seller's Dro1aise to sel]. 

了 the deposit is not a contractual 
requjirement，what does it serve? 
The traditional understanding is 
that the deposit is evidence-of the 

”buyer's good faith . 

It is also regarded as a display of 
the buyers' financial .Strength 训 
their ability to command funds 
without hesitation. Above all; the 
deposit serves as a means of induce- 
ment to persuade the sellerto accept 
the buyer's offer.

CuUrrently, the purpose'of the' ini- 
tial deposit and an increased deposit 
that is _ often funded within a few 
days of acceptance or ratification of 
an agreement，ils that these _ funds 
serve as liquidated damages in the 
event of the buyer”s default. 

-LIQUIDATED 

Liquidated damasges are funds 
paid to a seller (or more accurately， 
money which a seller retains) when 
a buyer defaults on the contract. If 
not as liquidated damages (where 
money is automatically forfeited)， 
the deposit still serves as a Teserve of 
funds to which a seller may turn in 
Seeking Tecovery of damages 
incurred . 

In the last Several years，a law 
that more Specifically defines 
liquidated damages _ has been in 
effect， In the sale of residential 
properties， one to ， four units， 
intended for owner occupancy,，a 
seller and buyer under this law can 
agree to aliquidation'of damasges in 
the amount of 3 of the sales price 
(Or less butnotmore) in the event of 
a buyer's default. 

At the same time, if a buyer feels 
that the-amount agreed upon is 
eXcesSive，it would be the buyers 
reSponsibility to Prove that to the 
court， On the other hand，should 
the seller consider the agreed upon 
amount- to be inadequate，the 
burden of proof shifts to the seller 
to “prove that actual damages 
exceeded the agreed upon amount:

There are also Practical business 
considerations with referemce to 
deposit money: real estate agents 
are comImonly ”confronted with 
buyers hesitating to_ commit them- 
Selves to large investments，or to 
conclude such a purchase. 

It is not uncommon that during 
the long escrow process When 
various conditions need to be 
removed that buyers afre afflicted 
with ,doubts about the purchase 
(commonly referred to as“Buyer?s 
Remorse)， As an instrument of 
leverage)， real estate brokers view 
the deposit as a “hold” to make 
buyers aware' of the seriousness of 
the commitment. 

The submission of deposit money 
is a serious matter、 It is typically 
accepted by the broker，on the sel- 
ler'$- behalf.-Unless the buyer has 
stipulated .otherwise (e.g.，deposit 
check should not be casEed until the 
buyer'Ss _ removal of conditions)， 
once the check is made and submit- 
ted，the” sellers can conceivably 
demand that it be turned over to 
them . 

An agent with a listing agreement 
to sell property is given authority to 
accept this deposit money on the 
seller's behalf; and agents who uni- 
laterally return deposit money to a 


_buyer without the seller"s permis- 


Sion can be violating their fiduciary 
duty，depending on how the agree- 
ment was drawn,， what position and 
disclosures were made and agreed 
to by all parties. 

On the other hand，when buyers 


are Sincere in their desire and deci- 


Sion to make a purchase, and when 
the buyers know and trust the agent 
with whom they are dealing，the 
Submission of deposit money 
should not be-an intimidating act， 
There are many laws to protect the 
buyers' interest and they need only 
to_ be well informed and clear in

FERESNO 一 Stephen Mosher, a 
former graduate student in the 
Anthropology Department at
